WASHINGTON (A P ^PresidentI 
Eisenhower conferred with Secre­ 
tary of State Dulles today about 
getting off a speedy note to Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev on bitterly 
disputed plans for a Middle East 
summit conference. 
The new Eisenhower letter may 
suggest a date in the next few 
days for a U N. Security Council 
meeting to work out arrangements :

Officials said Eisenhower was 
certain to insist the meeting be j 
held entirely within the regular 
procedures of the Council. 
Dulles went to the White House 
shortly 
before noon 
and

four hours after he returned from 
the meeting of the Baghdad Pact 
powers at London. 
He told reporters at the airport 
that he had read only fragments 
of Khrushchev's latest letter to 
Eisenhower 
and

would

comment until he had seen the 
full text and conferred with the 
President.

Henny Youngman doesn't discour­ 
age 
newcomers 
from 
trying 
to 
find a carrer in the yak industry. 
“ People say ‘Cut out the com­ 
edy,’ ” he remarked. “ But don’t 
believe them. There’s a 
million 
dollars 
in it if you can make 
enough people laugh. 
“ In what other business t an you 
make a million dollars—and carry 
your inventory in your head?” 
Youngman, celebrating his 25th 
year as a one-man gag factory, 
has long been known in the trade 
as one willing to help a talented 
young 
beginner 
find 
his 
way 
around. 
What docs it take to get started 
as a comedian today? 
“ The thing you need most today 
is 
wealthy parents, or a 
do-it- 
yourself comedy kit consisting of 
$50,000 in the bank,” said Kenny. 
“ You start out by telling jokes 
until you become the life of any 
party you attend. Then someone 
will tell you. ‘You re a not. You 
ought to be on the stage.’ 
“ After that you go to a diction 
•chool and learn to talk with your 
mouth mil of m arbles. Each day 
you drop one m arble. When you’ve 
lost all your m arbles, you’ll be a 
comic. 
“ Then you take your $50,000 out 
of the bank and spend it buying 


fresh jokes, costumes, building a 
number of routines, and finding 
an 
agent. 
By the 
time 
you’ve 
spent the $50,000 you should be 
working — or else you’ll never 
laugh again.” 
Henny has an unfair advantage 
over 
most 
comedians. 
He 
was 
born in Brooklyn. But he insists 
he 
became 
a 
comic 
in 
self- 
defense. 
“ I was a fiddler in a dance 
band, and a lousy one,” he ad­ 
mitted. 
“The 
couples 
used 
to 
make comments on my playing as 
they danced by, and I started to 
wisecrack back. Things just went 
on from there. I used my bow 
les^ and less — and my mouth 
more.” 
Henny is what is known as a 
standup comedian. They have one 
of the toughest jobs in show busi­ 
ness—to go out cold on a stage, 
without props or plot, and make 
an audience of strangers laugh, 
whether they want to or not. This 
is an art which even Jackie Glea 
son, one of the most astute situa­ 
tion comedians of his day, has 
never quite mastered. 
“ There arc very few bombshell 
or boff comedians around n o w - 
such as Milton Boric, Red Skelton 
and Bob Hope,” said Kenny. 
“ It’s a new age of comedy—the 
age of charm. The tiptoe come­ 
dians have taken over. They have

crew cuts and the little-boy ap­ 
peal. 
“ They arc lightweight charm ers 
and they get light laughs. They 
don’t have to be hilariously funny 
—just charming and pleasant. The 
audience loves them , so anything 
they say is funny.” 
Youngman isn’t bitter about the 
change. 
Just 
philosophical. 
He 
feels .here will always be room 
for a few rapid-fire old - timers 
such as himself. 
Henny has noted one other m a ­ 
jor change in recent years. 
“ Men used to be the biggest 
hecklers in night clubs,” he said, 
“ Now it’s the women. 
“ I 
suppose 
it’s 
a 
reaction 
against being 
held 
back for so 
many years. But when a group 
of them go into a night club they 
want to be heard — they want 
everyone to know they are there, 
and spending a few bucks.” 
Here are a few rem arks Henny 
uses to silence obstreperous wom­ 
en who try to get into the act: 
“ Some women bring happiness 
wherever they go. But you bring 
happiness whenever you go. 
“ If Moses had seen you, there’d 
have been another commandment. 
“ But you have to be careful in 
squelching women." said Henny. 
“ You try to kid them, not murder 
them. 
“ They might have a big escort 
along.” 
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Mr. Goldfine in Review 


The record is in, and one may 
now sit in judgment on the friend- 
*hip of Mr. Goldfine and Sherman 
Adams. 
lf the record is incomplete, if 
Goldfmc’s defense h. a been inad­ 
equate, it is entirely his fault and 
that of his lawyers anc’ his public­ 
ity men. They had their opportun­ 
ity to state their case. 
First, as to Sherman Adams, 
I 
that was proved beyond doubt is 
thai he accepted $4,000, to $5,000 
of rifts from a perso tai friend, 
Goldfine, over a period of years 
and that he returned gifts to Gold- 
fmd, each according to what he 
could afford. 
Gifts of this sort are not unus­ 
ual, I ut the essential question is 
not the gifts hut whether Adams 
used his enoimous influence to aid 
Goldfine in his business. This has 
not been firmly established. 
As for Gokifir.e, he presents a 
poor picture of a sinai1 business­ 
man, operating principally by m a r­ 
ginal arrangements ana by influ­ 
ence. He 
ave a great many gilts 
to a variety of persons, from the 
President of the United S t a t e s 
down to the office boys and girls 
of “ important people.” He regards 
that as noble of himself because 
he is sharing his blessings. 
However, in the Pat which the 
congressional committee published, 
the Barnes of those who got Christ­ 
m as presents were 
always em ­ 
ployed in offices of those who could 
help Goldfine. 
I do not know che man or his 
affairs, but I think I know the type. 


Were I his lawyer or his public­ 
ity man, I would have provided a 
list of all the gifts he gave to in­ 
dividuals and to charities over the 
years. 
It would have been discovered 
I that giving with such a man is not 
only a habit but a preoccupation; 
that its purpose is as much to show 
that he has it to give as to assist 
the needy. 
The Biblical word, hesed, is a dif* 
finn, one to translate into English 
because, in its depth, i*. contains the 
full meaning of sharing one’s bless­ 
ings with others, and whether Gold- 
fine was conscious of it or not, his 
environment was such that t h e 
mark of success, the proof of suc­ 
cess is to give gifts. 
In fact, in the environment from 
which Mr. Goldfine emanates, it is 
not unusual for the collector for a 
charity to demand more than is 
I given on the ground that the earn­ 
ings for the year were very large. 
This goes back to the 
ancient 
I system of tithing. I read such a let­ 
ter once, the most impudent letter 
II have ever seen from one man to 
another. Nevertheless, it was char- 
i acteristic of the abuse of giving. 
As one reads Goldfine’s 
testi- 
I mony, it was obvious that he was 
acting the wise-guy who was trying 
I to trick everybody in the room, in­ 
cluding his own counsel. This again 
is a form of ostentation as is his 
use of the term, “ Mr. Goldfine,” 
referring to himself. 
The business of uncashed “ treas­ 
urer s cheeks,” should not h a v e 
been difficult to explain. Since 1941, 
Goldfine has apparently been with-

drawing funds from his own ac­ 
counts and from his various busi­ 
nesses in the form of “ eertifi e d 
checks’’ and “ bank treas u r e r ’s 
checks,” which have the sam e val­ 
ue as cash money and most of 
which have never been cashed. 
These checks had to be made out 
to someone or the banks would not 
have issued them . They stand on 
the bank’s books as a liability and 
have undoubtedly been called to the 
bank’s attention annually by t h e 
state bank exam iners and the Fed­ 
eral Reserve System bank exam i­ 
ners. Reserves had to be set up to 
meet them. 
Competent congressional c o m 
mittee investigators ought to be 
able to get at all the facts of these 
| checks if they are pertinent to this 
particular investigation. Congr e s- 
sional committees with limited ap­ 
propriations often try to save mon­ 
ey by getting the story out of the 
i witness without adequate investiga- 
ion or research. It is not a good 


I method. 
Goldfine may now learn that it 
I is cheaper to do business without 
Washington “ pull” 
than 
with 
it. 
Just as those who get spec i a I 
privileges from Washington adm in­ 
istrative agencies benefit f r o m 
them, so are they liable always to 
suffer from investigations into the 
conduct of these agencies. 
And another thing Goldfine may 
have learned is that guilt by asso­ 
ciation is a normal reflecx of public 
opinion which holds that when a 
businessman gives gifts to politic- 
•ans he generally 
expects 
some­ 
thing in return. 


ALTHOUGH few of us real­ 
ize it, all of us have emotional 
setbacks some time during our 
lives.

Well, a noted psychiatrist, 
Dr. Samuel Liebman, medical 
director of the Winnetka North 
Shore Hospital near Chicago, 
has listed ten of the most fre­ 
quent “tip-offs.** 


Ten “Tip-Offs" 
1. Irritability, n ervou sn ess, 
inability to work effectively and 
job-hopping. 
2. Excessive fears and doubts, 
anxieties, phobias, fits of de­ 
pression. 
3. Continual unhappiness, ex­ 
treme prejudices and moodiness, 
over-suspiciousness 
and 
over­ 
dependencies, excessively seclu­ 
sive. 
4. Severe compulsive actions. 
5. Marked behavioral changes. 
A Casper Milquetoast type, for 
example, changes overnight into 
a daredevil rogue. Other symp­ 
toms: sleeplessness and flighti­ 
ness. 


Can’t Remember 
6. Strange periods of confu­ 
sion and loss of memory. The 
prospective patient may forget 
he’s married, can't remember 
dates, times or recent occur­ 
rences. 
7. Complexes—persecutory or 
superiority; 
feels 
others 
are 
plotting against him, or has de­ 
lusions of grandeur about his 
own importance. 
8. Frequently talks to him­ 
self, even in the presence of 
others; claims he “hears voices.** 
Impossible Phenomena 
9. Complains 
of 
impossible 
body phenomena such as lack 
of 
heartbeat, 
disfigurements, 
electronic shock waves striking 
him, etc. 
10. Commits actions danger­ 
ous to others. Although this is 
infrequent, a mentally ill per­ 
son may decide to hurt another 
whom he believes is persecut­ 
ing him. 
When you notice any of these 
symptoms, it’s probably a good 
idea to consult a doctor. Quick 
treatment usually brings about 
a cure.

He proposed Ge­ 
neva, Washington, anywhere. 
By thus putting the Soviet, Un­ 
ion in the role of peacemaker, he 
gave the Soviets a 
propaganda 
advantage. The West couldn’t ig­ 
nore it. 
British Prime 
Minister Harold 
Macmillan agreed to the meeting 
July 22 but suggested it be held 
in 
the 
United 
Nations 
Security 
j Council 
in 
New York 
And 
he 
; made a very important point: 
He suggested that the big pow- 
i ers should not—as is usual in the 
Council—vote 
on 
the 
problems 
discussed, but rattier that they try 
to reach agreement without vot­ 
ing. 
(The 
United 
States, 
Britain, 
France and the Soviet Union—but 
not India—are permanent 
m em­ 
bers of the Council 
They have 
regular delegates 
sitting 
in 
for 
them. If a summit meeting was 
held in the Council the delegates 
would just turn their seats over 
to 
the 
heads 
of 
their 
govern­ 
ments.) 
It was widely reported the Ei­ 
senhower 
administration 
wanted 
no part of a summit meeting but 
was pushed into reluctant agree­ 
ment 
by 
the 
British. 
President 
Eisenhower wrote a very angry 
letter to Khrushchev. But. in ef­ 
fect. he appeared to agree with­ 
out saying so flatly to a summit 
meeting im the Council. 
But 
French 
Prim e 
Minister 
Charles de Gaulie didn’t go along 
with Macmi'lan and Eisenhower 
He thought the big powers’ dele­ 
gates in the Council should con­ 
tinue to try to reach some agree­ 
ment on the Middle East, with a 
summit conference held elsewhere 
if it were needed. 
On 
July 
23 
Khrushchev 
shot 
back a fast acceptance of the Ei­ 
senhower - Macmillan proposals, 
agreed to go to New York, and 
agreed with Macmillan that the 
meeting should tiv to reach agree­ 
ments without \oting. 
He even suggested the heads of 
government might be able to get 
things done in ar, unofficial way. 
Which might mean: they could sit 
in public in the Council 
lor a 
while but do their real arguing 
and agreeing beh'nd closed doors. 
But he again proposed thai In­ 
dia 
sit 
in 
and 
that 
the 
Arab 
states should lake part In the dis­ 
cussion. Under the Council rules 
any U. N. member not on the 
Council can a*k to he heard in 


any discussion involving its area 
Therefore 
as de Gaulle later 
pointed out, if the Arabs could 
talk before tho Council 
on the 
Middle East, Israel. Turkey 
Iran 
and others would have the same 
right 


If the discussion went further 
than the Middle East, other na­ 
tions would want to be heard. In 
short, as he said 
this would no 
longer be just a .summit meeting 
In fact, it could turn into a free 
for all. 


On July 25 Eisenhower wrote 
Khrushc h e v another lett e r. He 
added something which he hadn’t 
mentioned 
before. 
He 
said 
any 
sum m it meeting in the Security 
Council 
should 
be 
governed 
by 
j rules of the Council. 
Presumably this meant voting, 
which was just the opposite of 
what Macmillan and Khrushchev 
had talked of. Eisenhower went

Macmillan went along with Ei­ 
senhower—to the extent of saying

Khrushchev accused

At that time, many Ohio c i t i e s 
were acquiring World War I field 
wvapoi s which were shipped to 
; Columbus and stored at the Ohio 
State Fairground. 
The cannon here was the prin­ 
cipal t pc used by Ute Germans 
during the war. The Americans 
captured hundreds of them. 
This is the first time that any 
major repair work has been done

genarmerie and the Christian ir 
; regulars supporting Chamoun. 


But while Shehab’s position is 
strong, he is no political strong 
man. 
In fact, he 
is essentially 
weak in politics—the stolid mili­ 
tary man, French trained as a 
professional soldier and lost in the 
maze of intrigue woven by ex­ 
perts in intrigue.
